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ABOUT THE NATIONAL GUARD 

* * * * 



The Army and Air National Guard embodies the development of the militia, as 
envisioned by the framers of the Federal and State constitutions and as implement- 
ed by Federal and State statutes. George Washington in his address to the first 
congress, as the first President of the United States, stated the basic principle of 
this militia concept as follows: 

“Every citizen who enjoys the protection of a free government owes not 
only a portion of his property but even of his personal services to the 
defense of it" . 

The Federal and State constitutions, legislation enacted pursuant thereto, and de- 
cisions of the courts, have developed the principle that the National Guard, as 
embodiment of the militia concept, and during such time as it is not in the active 
service of the United States, is a military force available to the governors of the 
states for internal security purposes. 

The National Guard has a proud tradition of service that is deep rooted in the de- 
velopment of the communities, states, and the nation that it serves. The Guard 
has the longest continuous history of any military organization in the United States 
longer than that of the regular services, tracing its origins back to the early 17th 
century militia organizations. The unique battlefield-home community relationship 
of the Guard makes its capabilities for service, either to the community, state or 
nation, practically unlimited. Not a month goes by but that somewhere in the Na- 
tion, Guardsmen are performing public service at the community or state level. 

The average cost of maintaining a U.S. Army soldier in peacetime is approximately 
$5,700.00 a year. This includes pay, allowances, food, clothing, housing and tra- 
vel costs, training, medical care and maintenance of equipment. 

"What about the cost of maintaining a Guardsman?" The pay of the Guardsman is 
only one-sixth of that of the regular. There is relatively little cost for feeding or 
housing the Guardsman because he eats and sleeps at home except during field train- 
ing. 

It is not intended to advocate replacement of the active armed forces by reservists 
just to save money, but it is desired to emphasize that the Guardsman does represent 
high dollar value in terms of National Defense and State and community internal 
security, and he is helping to stretch military expenditures to provide the greatest 
possible National Defense structure and security from both the Federal and State funds 
provided .
